Owing to tho many compartments 
into which these craft aro divided it seldom hap- 
pans that ona bacomes 4 total wreok, though tha 
lossof cargo annually is very groat. [tia avery 
common ccourrenve to s00 a junk bove down 
Against tho rooks, having a hole ropsired, while 
tho cargo is soatterod around on the rocks in all 
direotions to dry. A, stonutor to navigate these 
waters would hava to be specially constenoted 
for the purpose, and shauld have 3 speed of not 
less than fiffeon miles an hour.’

A junk carrying fifty bales 
of piece goods would carry oight sailors ond 
twenty-four trackers, making a crow of thirty- 
two men, and a junk enrrying three hundred 
bales of cotton would havo, all told, acrew of sixty 
mon, The junks engaged. in this trade are 
estimated from one thousand cight hundred to 
two thousand thrae hundrod,- bosides. o 
great many small craft, From’ the large crews
